In an article published in the Sierra Madre News last 
week, wherein we brought to light an article appearing 
In the Los Angeles Times as of Thursday, June 29, and 
written by a James Quinn wherein Burke Roche was 
quoted: 

“IN THE CASE OF SIERRA MADRE, THE CITY 
WOULD PAY MORE BUT IT PRESENT VOLUNTEER 
DEPARTMENT SERVICE IS RATED VERY POOR BY 
INSURANCE UNDERWRITERS.” 

Since that article appeared, the City of Sierra Madre 
contacted the National Board of Fire Underwriters, and 
were told: "Absolutely no one has contacted us relative to 
the conditions of Sierra Madre, and had they, we w'ould 
have known it; the quote was erroneous. 

The last survey taken by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, now known as the American Insurance 
Association was in the year 1955, when the City was 
designated as a Class 6 City. Their rating is based on 
the standards employed in determining the adequacy of 
the physical facilities provided, the performance of the 
fire department and its ability to cope with emergencies 
are all those set forth in the Standard Grading Schedule 
of the National Board of Fire Underwriters. The Phifer 
report issued in October 1965 stated clearly that should 
Sierra Madre ask for a new rating they would surely be 
given Class 5. 

To secure a rating, an application must be made and 
it takes anywhere from one to two years before it is done 
at a cost of around $5,000. 

Sierra Madre has been rated as one of the fastest 
response departments in the San Gabriel Valley ....

Wlien o.ne city sliows a 
decline whe.n- compared to 
other cities on the Assessor’,s 
report it could indicate a 
lack of construction in a 
particular area. But tliis i.s 
not the case in the recent 
a.r,nounced figures from 
County Asse.ssor Wat s n ,n, 
when he estimated that the 
City of Sierra Madre wa.s 
one of the only cities that 
had its valuation lowered for 
the tax year of 1972-73. 

While other cities in the 
county were sl->owing a gain- 
of 4.86 per cent. Sierra Ma- 
dro showed a deciease of 
1.13 per cent; this will of 
co-urse mean a decided sav¬ 
ings to the taxpayers of Sier¬ 
ra Madre -an his over-all -bill. 

It is the City Fathers that 
come up on the short end of 
iho .stick, as their prelimin¬ 
ary budget and the action 
on the final budget showed 
a tentative tax rate of ap¬ 
proximately $2.2125 per $100 
assessed valuation de.pGrwl- 
ing up the Assessor’s figures 
and those of the Board of 
Equalization- on public utili¬ 
ties. 

With the new assessed 
valuation short some $300,- 
000 this means that the City 
Fathers will have to raise 
an additional $7,000 to make 
their estimates balance. 

This wo^ild mean an in- 
crea.se of approximately one- 
third cents, but the big 
savings to the Sierra Madrid 
Taxpayers comes in the over¬ 
all picture of Los Angeles 
County, which received an 
increase in valuation of $925 
million-. This will, if they do 
it, decrea.se the County tax 
rate approximately 7 cents 
per $100 a.s.sessed valuation. 
To Sierra Madreans this of 
course, would- mean a total 
of approximat e 1 y $15,600 
less ta.x dollans to put to¬ 
gether. 

The decrease in valuation 
in Sierra Madre was placed 
on Merchant Inventor i e s, 
which were down consider¬ 
ably from the previous year. 
The assessment of public 
utilities, made by the State 
Board of Equalization are 
not expected until the first 
few days of August; the 
final filing of the tax rate 
comes aroun-d August 30.

Out of the Cobwebs Letters To 


Sixty Years Ago: 

July 12. 1912 

Pasadena Star — Anelope, 
with the accent on “nek” — 
that is the name given the 
park utr Ba'djoa. Island July 
4th. Tiio name was formed 
by tlip reverse spelling of 
,\poIena, one of the -streets 
on which the park fronts. 
Mrs. G. H. Johnson, of Sier¬ 
ra Madie, was awarded the 
$500 lot for suggesting this 
name. 


Sierra Madre avenue has 
been put into passable can 
ditlan by Street Superinterc 
dent Udell, acting under or¬ 
ders from the city trustees. 
The roadway was graded up 
to a proper crow.n and then 
giver, a coat of oil vvltn a 
top dressing of gravel and 
rolled. There is now' a de¬ 
cent highway connection be¬ 
tween the foothill boulevard 
and the west end of Central 


There was on exhibition In 
the city hall an old navy 
rifle, its metal parts cor¬ 
roded, its stock decayed, and 
I>ut a trace of the leather 
.swing attached. Attached ti 
it were sea moss and shell 
fish, indications of a long 
stay in -salt water. It was n 
relic of the Maine, secured 
for the city from the Navy 
department thro ugh the 
kindno.ss of Mi.ss T. H. Gra¬ 
ham. It was received yester¬ 
day from Washington, and 
will be preserved as a his¬ 
torical relic of great interest. 


In order to make the pre¬ 
sence of his pumping plant 
less offensive to residents 
within hearing of its noise,

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: \Vhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered In the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he Is realty dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What Is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement. Inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filinqs will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names?

Senior Citizens 
Tax Relief 

Property tax relief pay¬ 
ments for more tfian 240,000 
q'ualific'd older homeowneis 
in California will “at long 
last” bo on “more than just 
a token basis” during 1972- 
73, State Controller Hugh 
Flournoy said Saturday. 

“Broadened provisions of 
the .Senior Citizens Property 
Tax Relief Act probably will 
increa.sp the ntimber of re¬ 
cipients from 56,000 to 240,- 
000, and the total payments 
from $S million to $56 mil¬ 
lion,” Flournoy said. 

“This means that four | 
times as many claima.nts 
will benefit and that the 
por-claimant .share will in¬ 
crease from about $148 to 
over $233. This gets to the 
real heart of property tax 
relief for those who are on 
fixed i:'.comes. 

".At long last, property tax 
relief for low incxime older 
homeowners Is o.n more than 
just a token basis. It has 
now reached a level which 
will make it possible for 
many of these peqple to re¬ 
main in their homes.” 

“Since tlie 1967 Legisla¬ 
ture tirst authorized' the Sen¬ 
ior Citizens Property Tax As- 
si.sar.ce program, there has 
been over $32.5 million paid 
to eligible homeowners,” the 
controller said. “It is signi¬ 
ficant that tlie new program 
will be 75 per cent greater 
than that total in its first 
year.”

Under A Fictitious Name? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register It Nowl 
See News Article Below 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other oivners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

The Bel Air fire of 1961, 
which coinsaimed mi're than 
600 structures with a v.tlue 
of $100,000 each dur i n g 
three hot, dry .November 
days, was not different; the 
Los Angeles Fire Depart¬ 
ment itself examined why 
the fire got going and kept 
goln.g through 56 hours and 
6,000 acres of watershed. 

Firefighte's confronti .rr g 
Bel .Air found a blaze fueled 
by dry brush, and homes 
witli vulnerable wood roofs 
in a barely accc'-sible area. 

From its study of the pro¬ 
gress of the fire, the depart¬ 
ment concl'uded it needed: 

— expanded com.munica- 
tion facilities, 

— an additional helicop¬ 
ter, 

— more men to adequate¬ 
ly ma.n existing compa.nic.s, 

— more reserve apparatus 
and vehicles for immediate 
u.se bv off-duty personnel, 

— and ten more 400-gal¬ 
lon tank venieles plus a to¬ 
tal of sixty men to provide 
full time manning.

Jobs Down, Up 


Although the Nixon Administration now estimates it 
will come close to its pledge of trimming full-time gov¬ 
ernment jobs five per cent by the end of June, the trims 
are not being made indiscriminately just for the record. 

By June 30 the number of civilian employees will be 
1,918,100, a drop of more than 80,000 from the figure 
originally budgeted for the 1972 fiscal year. Of these, 
43,000 are positions that have not been filled, more than 
30,000 reflect retirement or resignations, and only 6,000 
were, in federalese, "involuntarily separated.” 

Of interest in this connection is the added fact that 
the Administration is, within the narrower confines of 
reduced employment, making a successful effort to in¬ 
crease ethnic-group employment and appointments. Aided 
by the Republican National Committee’s Ethnic Talent 
Bank, it has placed some 400 persons from various ethnic 
groups in executive-branch posts during the past two years. 
Of these 100 have been full-time federal jobs. The others 
have been appointments to advisory positions. 

The Talent Bank, established in 1970, is designed to 
make sure that qualified ethnic candidates for federal 
positions are not overlooked when openings occur. When
